Advertiser (The Intelligencer) which sug- 
gests a story," he said. 


Glanoing at the sheet it was noticed 


that the "ad" 
referred to Paul Preston, 


who bad translated tbe works or Anicus 
Manllus Torqoatns Severinu&^Boetbins, 
"concerning the consolation of philosoi 
phy," from tbe Latin, and'waa a self- 
taught geniua of Buoks county." 


Turning to the history of the county the 


following -was fonnd, which may be of 
interest to many of his descendants or 
relatives: 


This family produced an eccentric, and, 


to some extent, a distinguished member 
in the person of Paul Preston. By close 
application he became a fine mathema- 
tician and linguist, studying in a small 
building erected off from his dwelling. 
He led an active liCe'unti! upward of sixty, 
dressed in homespun clothes and leather 
apron, ate off a wodden trenchard and 
died from a fall into a ditch at the age 
of eighty-four. 
His 
widow, Bannah 


Fisher, whom he married in 1763, lived to 
her ninety-fourth year. He was a county 
surveyor, tax-collector and translator of 
German for the Courts. He was six feet 
six and and three-quarter 
Inches in 


height. Paul Preston was the friend and 
assoociate of Franklin, who esteemed 
Wm highly. It Is related that a (riend of 
Franklin abont to go to court at New- 
town asked for a letter of introduction 
to Preston bnt tbe doctor declined to 
give it saying he would know him easy 
enough 'as he will be the tallest man, 
the homliest looking man and tbe most 
sensible man' he would meet at New- 
town. His eon, Samuel, who was born 
1756 and died In 1884, was the drstrAs- 
sociate Judge of Wayne county, where 
his descendants reside." 


In the biographical part the History 


says of him: "In 1753 he purchased a 
farm of fifty acres in 
Buckingham, 


whece he lived until 1792, when he /fmr- 
ohaseil a farm of 130 acres in Flnmstead, 
near Gardenville, on the Durham road. 
He married November 21, 1753, Hannah 
Fisher,.daughter of ,Tobn and Mar; 
(Scarborcugbj Fisher, and tbey were the

The Monster Weighing Mtohinn In tho 


Washington Navy Yard 


Tbe blgjtost scales lu the country 


are In the navy yard at Washington. 
They outweigh the largest railway 
scales by fifty tons. The latter e-» 
not to be snooted at for they easily 
weigh as much as a benrlly loaded 
car. 
The navy yard scales are so ac- 


curate that tbey come within a pound 
of (he csact weight. 
Railway scale* 


are considered good if they come with- 
in fifty pounds. 
All the large ord- 


nance manufactured ('or the navy Is 
weighed upon this machine, wblcb Is 
some ten years old. The scales look 
like ordinary bay scales. 


Tho delicate mechanism Is Invisible, 


tho most Intricate parts being in a 
broad pit below the ground. Tbe plat- 
form 
Is forty-eight feet long and 


twelve feet wide. Beneath the power- 
ful machinery Is a cement base laid 
upon long'piles. 
A solid base being 


one of the prtmo requisites of 8 pow- 
erful weighing macblnn, It was found 
necessary to use a pile driver to se- 
cure a stable 'oundatkra. 


Tbe machine Is regarded as the flu- 


cst of Its kind In the world and is a 
splendid achievement of American In- 
genuity.

curacy of the scales an official picked 
up half a brick and tossed It upon the 
platform. 
He then consulted a long 


brass lover and found that too brick 
weighed just one pound.

WHIMS OF PIONEER MINERS. 


Many of the Early Prospectors Select- 


ed the Names of Wives or Sweet- 
hearts, Which Stand Now as Remind- 
ers of Romances of Bygone Days.^ 


Behind tlie names of many of tbe 


mining claims and mines of every min- 
ing district in tbe west theie ties a 
wealth, of romance and history, both 
pathetic and ludicrous 
The Black 


Hills furnish as many and as good ex- 
amples of the peculiar circumstances 
under which many claims are named 
as any locality in the country 


One of the best known mines in the 


southern hills is the Holy Terror Back 
In the early dajs this claim was lo- 
cated by an old miner who had work, 
ed some years without success 
Ihe 


claim was a hard one to TV oik. When 
tho man went home In the evening 
aftei locating his claim his -wife asked 
him what he named it 
He smiled and 


told her, 
FOL you my dear," and her 


fdrther inquiry drew forth the fact 
that he bad called it Holy Terror 
An 


other man once named his claim (?en 
tie Annie for his wife, while still a 
third perpetuated the memory of his

In New York the prin- 
cipal sources of supply ni'e sailors who 
touch the Baltic sen, and, aa might be 
Imagined, tlie supply is precarious. 


Eyostonos firo analogous lu some re- 


spects to bezoars, as they are a con- 
cretion found In the stomach of the 
European tia.wflsh 
Most of the genu- 


ine eyostouos, crabs' 03-es, crnbstones 
or LapLlh cunctorum, are procured in 
the province of Astrakhan, in Euro- 
pean Russia 


There appears to be some confusion 


regarding the nature of the eyestone, 
for bome authorities speak of It as a 
concretion In the stomach of a certain 
crab and others as of a peculiar shell 
formation uhlch is separated from the 
crab nt the time it sheds Its shell. 


The po en.'cd crab's eyes are found 


fully CcMcJopt'd nt the end of summer, 
as the irnljp ItCfcln to shed their shells. 
It is noted that tl.eW concretions are 
absorbed i.ito tho btomnch oC the crab 
during tlie shedding season and there 
pulverized nud absorbed, the dissolved 
calcareous suhslnuoe being used, it Is 
supposed, for tho formation of a new 
shell. 
When these calcareous shells 


are noUjiormnlly developed nnd ab- 
sorbed it Is obsoncd that the shedding 
process is Interrupted, and the crab 
dies an early death.—American Drug- 
^st
